Ger the most difficult conditions 

"It was during one of these trying 
times that Gordon recelyed his fatal 
Wounds, We had just captured a 
town in Belgium. called Lekkerhoek 
and he went back to the supply 
point fo get more ammunition for 
the coinpany. He got the ammunt- 
ton and on the return trip the car- 
ter stmick a mine. ‘The carrier was 
wrecked and both Gordon and his 
driver were instantly killed by the 
explosion. 

"I can assure you that his death 
was instantaneous and he could not 
aye suffered any pain, He left us 
as he would have wanted to, I'm 
sure, while doing his dity under en- 
emy fire, Again I extend my heart- 
felt sympathy and) also that of his 
Kompany, to you in your bereaye-

BOMB BERLIN IN DAYLIGHT 


LONDON—More than 1,000 Fly- 
ing Fortresses blasted the heart of 
Berlin in broad daylight today. 
3,000 tons of explosives were drop- 
ped on the Germain capital, Air 
Force headquarters in London an- 
nounced this moming that Allied 
planes werelover the Relch in force 
and ihe Nazi radio has kept up 8 
Tunning account of thelr progress: 
An early German broadcast said 
the Nazi capital was under alr at- 
tack, then Jater the enemy radio 
sald that the lending formations 
had left Berlin and were heading 
northwest. The German broadcast 
declared that the procession: of Al- 
led bombers stretched more than 
300 miles from Berlin to the Dutch 
frontier. 


32 MILES FROM BONN 
PARIS — American Ist Army 
troops have battled thelr way 
through thick Slegirled Line de- 
fences southeast of Aachen. The 
Americans Haye captured two more 
towns and are within 32 mile; of 
the industrial city of Bonn, op the 
Rhine River. However, German re- 
sistance has stiffened along a 40- 
mile sector of the Nazi west Wall. 
‘The American advance in the sec~ 
tor near Monschau in Germany has 
provoked some of tle bitterest 
fighting seen on the western front 
since the enemy's Ardenne offen- 
sive was at Its helght. The Nazis 
have staged a series of determined 
counter-nttacks and the Americans 
have been forced to figut tor every 
yard of ground they gained. ‘To

Dominion War 
Toll Now 84,808 


‘Ottawa, Feb. 2—(CP)—Canadian 
army casualties were 3,611 in De- 
cember, second lowest monthly total 
since the invasion of north-western 
Europe, and figures released today 
by the three services showed Gan- 
ada’s total casualties to December 
31 were 84,808, 

Accompanying the army figures 
were October, November and Decem- 
ber totals for the navy and air 
force. They showed that the navy 
suffered 35 casualties in October, 
105 in November and 24 in Decem- 
ber, while the air force suffered 420, 
485 and 299, respectively. 

A breakdown of the figures show- 
ed that since June 1—six days be- 
fore D-day—there were 47,458 cas- 
waltles in the three services, Over 
this seven-month period the army 
had 42,793 casualties, the alr force 
4,049 and the navy 616, 

‘The heavy casualty period for the 
army ended November 9, when the 
costly campaign to clear the Schelde 
closed. From then until the end of 
the year they were reported as par- 
ticipating mostly in patrol activity 
along the Netherlands = German 
frontier.

New County Assessor Sug- 
gests Instruction for 
Local Officials 


Ralph G. wilson, newly appolnt- 
ed County Assessor for the County 
of Ontario, addressed the county 
council! for a few minutes at yes- 
terday) morning's session of that 
body and) expounded a few prin- 
ciples of county assessing. 

Mr. Wileon stated) that the pur- 
pose of county nasessing 1s not to 
Increase taxation but rather to see 
that each municipality pay an 
| soe share of the taxes. This 
‘would require m great deal of work 
and there are several defini steps 
of procedure before eqfislization is 
attained. 

Mr, Wilon Usted these steps of 
= | procedure thusly: 

First, each municipality should 
take Ite assessment at one'time and 
the best time {s April 1 to Septem- 
ber 30 according to the experience 
of assessors, That roll is then ap- 
plicable for the following year's 
taxes, 

Secondly, a yardstick will have to 
be provided equable to sll mun'el- 
palitfes and the County Assessor 
will advise the local assescors how

Thirdly. the county ASSeSSOT 
should mest with the local opuncils 
and assessors to discuss local con- 
ditions, 

Fourthly, there will be the need 
for some sort of schooling for local 
assessors 0 that they can lean the 
system to be put in every muntcl- 
pality. 

Fifthly, there will be the appiica- 
tion for this syatem in practico— 
the actual assessing they will be 
doing. ‘This will be done under the 
supervision of the County Assessor, 

Mr. Wilson ‘fontinued to urge 
that the appointment of local as- 
seesors be dealt with in proper ac- 
cordance with the importance of 
the positfon as it will be in coming 
years, The local assessor must be 
a man to be trusted and if so and 
competent then he will be a great 
help in putting this system into 
action,

that the munlolpallties which make 
Ube early asseixment beginning in 
February will make this assessment 
fas in other years but will again be- 
gin to set up @ card system begin- 
ning with m second ass*-sment 
about April 30.

COUNTY COUNCIL 


Will Also Give Assistance! 
to Libraries in County 
—Other Grants 


The maintenance of indigent 
patients in various nespitals called 
for the passing of bills amounting 
to $1438.55 presented by Reeve Blake 
Annis of Pickering Township, chair- 
man of the Finance and Assessment 
Committee, to the Ontarlo County 
Council in the late afternoon sei- 
sion yesterday before the session 
was dissolved to meet again upon 
the call of Warden James Blanch- 
ard sometime in June. 

‘The same committee recommend- 
ed the repudiation of bills present- 
ed to the county council for hospi- 
tal care of indigent patients 
amounting to a sim of $387.75, The 
committee further recommended 
that bills be paid for the mainten- 
ance of county wards in various in- 
stitutions amounting to the sum of 
$2,201.60 including some miscellane- 
ous accounts including auditor's 
fees and others, 

The committes further rerom- 
meniied that the practice be contin- 
ued of giving grants to Public Lib- 
rarles in the county, In adition the 
committee recommended that grants 
be given to the Women’s Institute 
of North Ontario County, Women’s 
Institute of South Ontario county, 
Whitby Fire Brigade, Canadian Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind and 
to the Salvation Army, totalling 
$250. 

‘The Finance Committee recom- 
mended a levy of one mill on the 
equalized assessment of the county 
be raised for patriotic purposes in 
1945, This money is to be distribut- 
ed by municipal councils in the 
county to patriotic organizations 
which are registered unter the War 
Charities Act, 1039, with the Secre- 
tary of State at Ottawa.

Year .of Progress 


Reports at the annual meeting of the Oshawa Branch of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society indicate beyond any shadow 
of a doubt that the organization enjoyed a remarkable year 
as far as work and real achievement are concerned, 

One of the highlights of the meeting was the report of the 
Workroom Committee which showed a total of 81,617 articles, 
representing over eight tons and a cost of $6,275, were made 
during the year. 39 units comprising between 1,200 and 
1,500) steady workers made possible this fine showing. 

The achievement of the Blood Donor Clinic is also worthy 
of special mention. During the year a total of 16,197 don- 
vations were received which was an increase of more than 
1,100 over the previous tiyelye-month period. This fine re- 
cord has only been achieved through the co-operation of the 
public generally and the assiduous devotion to the clinic of its 
secretary, J. H. Beaton, and his assistants, 

‘The fine record of achievement established over the years 
by the many willing workers and the blood donor clinic give 
the lie to those who believe that success can be attained only 
by regimentation. The success enjoyed by the local organiz- 
ation is a symbol of what can be done through wholehearted, 

yharmonious and voluntary co-operation. 


The Worm May Turn 


dn the February issue of “Rotarian” there is published a 
humorous article by Channing Pollock, who reveals that a 
friend of his is keeping a list of names he wishes to remember 
after V-Day. That list includes all the tradesmen and others 
of his associates who have taken advantage of current condi- 
tions to manifest greed or discourtesy, those who have leered 
at him, and sneered, “Don't you know there's a war on?”. 

Tn his article, Mr. Pollock tells of landlords who refuse to 
“supply enough heat, of hotels which ignore your reservations 

ecause there's a convention in progress, and the establish- 

nent which posted the sign “It’s easier to get customers than 
itis to get help.” These business places will be remembered, 
and snubbed, when articles become available after the war. 

Although we sometimes hear of store clerks and trades- 
men who hand ont the old alibi of the fact that we are at war 
to explain a variety of poor service and bad faith, we have 
met very little of it in Oshawa stores, where, almost unfail- 
ingly, regret is expressed politely whenever an article is out 
of stock, Those few exceptions, which will, of course, be met 
only in the other fellow’s home town, will possibly find, a few 
months from now, that business isn’t what it should be. They 
may find, in fact, that “the worm has tured.” 


Two Dangerous Enemies 


Although the war news from all fronts is more encourag- 
ing today than it has been for some time, we on the home 
front must not be led away with over-confidence in an early 


cessation of hostilities and slacken our war efforts. The 
opinion of the best military minds, and of soldiers who have 
recently returned to Oshawa from overseas, is that the hard- 
est fighting is yet to come with resultant losses in men and 
materials. These men know that the Germans will hold out 
until the end, and resort to anything that will stave off defeat. 
They know also that even if the Germans were now to lay 
down their arms, the Japanese have yet to be defeated. 

So we in Oshawa must continue in our support of the Red 
Cross, the war charities, the organizations sending comforts 
overseas, and, last, but not least, those brave men who need 
life-giving blood.

TIME MARCHES ON 


February 1, 1945. 
Editor, Times-Gazette, 

Dear Sir; The letters which have 
appeared in the columns of your 
newspaper recently, have aroused 
my interest to the point of taking 
part in the controversy, provided of 
course, that you can find space for 
this letter in your paper. 

Mr. Noble's statement that our 
local C.C.P, have a tendency to re- 
gard the business and: professtonal 
members of the C.CF. as being gift- 
ed with superior wisdom {s quite in 
accord with my own experience 
with the members of the CCF. 
Club. 

I was one of the few individuals 
who had the intestinal fortitude to 
set up a C.C.F. Club in this city and 
had the distinction of being the first 
president. 

When Miss Agnes McPhail was 
invited to speak in Oshawa in July, 
1933, Messrs McLellan, Dafoe and 
Millard were of the opinion that I 

too uncouth to be chairman of 

ich a meeting nnd haying failed to 

tain a more sulrable person, they 

decided on Mr, Millard, as his bu- 

siness had mace him acquainted 

with the other business men in the 
city. 

‘This was thelr attitude towards 
me, despite the fact I had held po- 
sitions in the Labor movement, 
whilst they were worshipping at the 
shrine of Sir John A. Macdonald. 

‘Again, reference to your columns 
of the second week of May, 1933, 
will reveal Mr. Dafoe's conception 
he held at that time, wherein he 
suggested that his idea of an ex- 
ecutive for a C.G.F. Club would be 
composed of member of our frater~ 
nal organizations, such as the Ro- 
tary, Kiwanis, etc., and my reply to 
the effect that these men were wed- 
ded to the old system, the tribal in- 
stinct still being strong in them. 

‘The last straw came in 1935 when 
the hunger marchers intended to 
visit Mr. Hepburn, asked the local 
club for support, but were refused 
on the grounds that Mr. Hepburn 
might be offended. I suppose they 
did not wish to kssoolate with the 
nol follol. 

Coming to the conclusion that 
these’ men did not realize there was 
a class struggle in the world, I de- 
cided to support W. H. Moore in the 
Federal election of the same year, 
with the result 1 was regarded as a 
renegade and a traitor to the move- 
ment. 

However, the curlous anomaly 
now existing is the fact that Mr. 
Dafoe is aligned with Mr. Noble in 
a party that proposes to support the 
Liberal party againsy the O.G.P. in 
the coming Federal election. What 
T saw in 1935 is mow being acknowl- 
edged in 1945, 

However, there 15 ttle consola- 
tion in the above fact, because at 
the inception of our Local 222 in 
1937, my support of the Liberal 
candidate in 1935 was used to dis~ 
credit me as a prospective presi- 
dent in the {Irst election of offic- 
ers for Local 222, notwithstanding 
the fact that 1 had’ taken a pro- 
minent part with metal-finishers of 
GM, who had a brief strike prior 
to the arrival of Mr, H. Thompson. 
Mr. Millard remained in the back- 
ground until it was assured that a 
unfon Jocal was to be established 
and th’ prospects for good Jobs 
wer fo be had and then he came 
forward. What has transpired 
since, 1s, of course, history. 

‘This dissension in the ranks is to 
be deplored, and what is taking 
place in the Canadian Tabor 
movement and the North Grey by- 
election, appears ta be indicative of 
what we shall haye to contend with 
ir general for the next two years.

Subsidizing Agriculture 


‘During the year 1944 a total of $94,142,000 in subsidies 
and bonuses was paid to Canadian farmers, an increase of 
$-,097,870 over 1943. What this has meant to the average 
Canadian farmer {n the matter of dollars and cents in war 
years of uncertain markets would be hard to determine, but 
it can at least be said that it has helped the tillers of the soil, 
particularly those specializing in the breeding and raising of 
pure bred cattle, and growers of grain, to make important 
and valuable contributions to Canada’s war effort. 

These subsidies and bonuses will probably be continued 
for the duration, but it is obvious that in post-war years they 
Will be economically impossible. What, then, will be the out 
look of the farmer? Those who haye made a study of agr: 
cultural problems in Canada believe that one of the main 
post-war tasks of the federal and provincial governments will 
be the stabilization of farm markets and prices and the en- 
actment of measures which, without state assistance, will 
guarantee to the farmer a fair return for his labor and his 
investment. 

_ Perhaps a great deal of light will be spread on this subject 
in Ontario when the special commission set up by the govern- 
vient 1o inquire into all phases of agriculture in the provinces
